Condition was an important factor in determining 
the outeome of the glove contest between Steve O’ Don- 
nell and Frank P. Slavin, at Maspeth. L. I., last Mon- 
day evening under the auspices of the Empire Athletic 
Cub. O'Donnell received the verdict after four rounds 
of bard vigorous boxing, but the glory of his victory is 
dimmed by the fact that he beat a man who should 
have been in a hospital under a surgeons care instead 
of in a glove contest with a man who is admittedly one 
of the cleverest exponents of the fistic art in the world. 

Several days before the date scheduled for the boui, 
Slavin, while punching the ball at his training quarters 
at Oceanic! N. J., slipped and fell heavily on: his side, 
injuring bis back muscles so severely that he could not 
leave his bed for two days. A thoroagh course of elec- 
tric treatment enabled him to reach the club-house and 
enter the ring. 

IIe was confident of winning despite his condition, 
and made no secret of the fact that he expected to win 
in three or at most fuur rounds, 

The bout was a vicious one while it lasted, and both 
en were so weak at the termination of each round 
thatachance or accidental blow at any time might 
have given the verdict to either ope. No attempt was 
made to box under othodox rules, They cut, smashed 
and swung at each other, absolutely regardless of what 
they weredoing. They clinched, wrestled and hugged 
each other so frequently that little Tim Hurst was 
almostas much exhausted as the contestants through 
his efforts to separate them. 

O'Donnell and Slavin entered the ring at 9:30 P. 
M., the former attended by Billy Madden and Tom 
Butler, the mascot trainer. In Slavin’s corner were 
Ted Alexander, Paddy Gorman and Charley Norton. 
The latter wore flesh colored silk tights, with a black 
and white belt, while O’ Donnell wore green trunks and 
white belt. Frank Creamer held the watch for the 
club, while 8am Austin of the PoLICE GazETTKE 
officiated in a similiar capacity for the boxers. After 
the announcement that they would box twenty rounds 
the men left their corners and shook hands. 

In the first round, after a brief show at spanning 
O'Donnell broke ground and landed “a light tap on 
Slavin’B nose, The latter returned a straight left on 
Steve's chest and followed it with the ‘right across the 
latter’s guar! aimed at the jaw. They clinched, and as 
soon as they were broke apart, flew at each other like 
madmen, In the rapid exchanges that followed Steve 
poked his right full iuto Slavin’s nose, while the latter 
delivered right and left in quick succession on his op- 
pornent’s nose and jaw, It was apparent before the 
round was half over that Slavin was too weak to stand 
much roughing, for in breaking from a clinch O'’ Don- 
nell threw bin half way across the ring. They returned 
to the onslaught, Slavin being the aggressive. He made 
several ineffectual- attempts to get his right over 
O' Donuell’s guard. The latter meanwhile was using 
hi? own right to advantage on his opponent’s jaw and 
botly alterbately. When the gong sounded Slavin was 
tod weak to reach his corner without assistance. 

A minute’s rest enabled him to come to the mark in 
much better shape. He cut out the pace right from the 
jump, and that inevitable right hand at last found a 
resting spot on O’Donnell’s jaw, too high, however, to 
be! dangerous. They closed, and in the breakaway 
Slavin‘ struck O’ Dounell a powerful left-hand swinging 
punch on the body which made the latterjump a foot 
ortwo oft the floor. He fiddled a bit and his left shot 
across and landed on Slavin’s cheek bone, cutting an 
ugly gash; his right-hand landed full on Slavin’s nose 
and brought the hjpod inastream. They clinched and 
broke and elinched again, only to be broken apart by 
the referee. Slavin and O’ Donnell were both too weak 
to do more than stagger about and make vicious 
lunges at one another, and the gong rang oppor- 
tunely. 

The ‘third round was viciously contested. Slavin, 
realizing that lack of condition was beginning to decide 
the honors againsf him, determined to make a final 
expiring effort to stem the tide which was unmistak- 
ably flowing in the direction of his opponent. He 
ignored the warnings of the referee and went into the 
tray swinging his arms wildly about in hope of landing 
a punch that would end the battle. O'Donnell nimbly 
ducked out of the way, occasionally stopping to jab his 
right or leftinto his opponent's face. The latter soon 
fought himseltout and during the last ten seconds of 
the round stood in his corner too weak to hold up his 
hands to defend himself, 

M Donnell shot h's gloves into the Australian’s face 
repeatedly in an effort to knoe: him out, but the gong 
sounded with Slavin hanging over the ropes in an al- 
most helpless condition 





In the fourth round it was inevitable that the end 
would be soon. Slavin was groggy leaving his corner. } 
O’Donnel] realizing his advantage measured him for a } 


punch which landed on Slavin’s jaw and sent him 
reeling to the ropes. 

He went after him again and staggered him witha 
mght hook as Slavin fell toward his corner. Charley 
Norton threw up the sponge in Slavin'’s corner in 
acknowledgement of defeat. The time of the fourth 
round was two minutes and thirty-five seconds. The 
men used five-ounce gloves. 

The preliminary bout was between Kid Madden and 
Jack MceKeck. They boxed eight rounds. Honors 
were even at the end but Referee Hurst gave the 
decision to Madden. 


FITZSIMMONS ARRESTED AND HELD FOR 
TRIAL. 


Indicted with Corbett by the Grand Jury, 
Charged with Arranging a Prize Fight. 


That the authorities of New York city intend to 
make the members of the pugilistic fraternity keep 
well within the restrictions of the so-called Horton 
anti-prize fighting law was evidenced last Monday 
night when Bob Fitzsimmons was arrested at the 
Hotel Bartholdi on a warrant issued under an indict- 
ment, charging him with breaking the law appertain- 
ing to prize fighting. 

The section of the Penal Code under which the tin- 
dictment was found reads as tollows: 

A person who, within this State, engages in, insti- 
gates, aids, encourages or does any act to further a 
contention or fight without weapons between two or 
more persons, or a fight commonly called a ring or 
prize fight, either within or without the State, or who 
sends or publishes a challenge or acceptance of a chal- 
lenge for such a contention or fight, or carries or deliv- 
ers such a challenge or acceptance, or trains or assists 
any person in training or preparing for such a conten- 
tion or fight, is guilty of a misdemeanor. 

The indictments against both Corbett and Fitz- 
simmons were found 6n complaint of Acting District- 
Attorney McIntyre and Chief Conlin. Witnesses were 
summoned who had been present at the meeting in the 
Bartholdi Hotel, where discussion of a match was

held and terms made. No articles were signed fora 
prize fight at that meeting, although lots of talk was 
indulged in and a‘“‘boxing match” practically arranged. 

Corbett wasiu New York on Sunday but was not 
mulested although it was well kuown that warrants 
for both himself and Fitzsimmons were in the hands of 
Detectivese McNaught and Cuff of the District Attor- 
ney’s office. 

Fitzsimmons, who had just finished a week's en- 
gagement In Philadelphia, came to the metropolis on, 
Monday as soon as he learned that he was wanted bf 
the authorities. 

Fitzsimmons was taken to police headquarters. He 
was evidently not worried much over his arrest, for 
while sitting ina room adjoining the cells in police 
headquarters, which is used as a gyninasium for Cen- 
tral Office detectives, he spied a punching bag suspend- 
ed from the ceiling which he tore from its fastenings 
after about two minutes of manwuvering. 

Later Fitzsimmons was brought before Judge Fitz 
gerald, who held him in $1,000 bail for trial. There 
are two counts against Fitzsimmons, but he was in- 
dicted for committing a misdemeanor. 

When arraigned the lanky pugilist, of course, 
pleaded not guilty. 

Corbett when he learned of Fitzsimmons arrest, said, 
he would go to New York in a day or two and place 
himself in the hands ot the authorities.

As the result of the ten days’ debauch of an entire 
family in a Buffalo hotel, one of the persons is dead 
and two are in the hospital in a serious condition. The 
family was Mrs, M. Rayment, the mother; her two 
sons, William H.and Edward D., and her daughter, 
Miss E. Rayment. 

The Rayments belonged to a famous English family, 
whose old home isin Herts, Eng. The father was a 
commodore in the English navy, and his ancestors were 
all sailors of renown. Whzy the family left England is 
not disclosed. They settled in the village of Lewiston, 
N. Y., at the mouth of the Niagara river in 1890, and 
lived in seclusion there until last week. The house 
was the old Roach homestead, two blocks from the 
stage road and removed from immediate neighbors. 

The Rayments kept strictly tothemselves. They had 
plenty of money at all times, spent it liberally and paid 
their bills with a promptness which won the regard or 
the villagers, who, nevertheless, viewed them with 
much curiosity. They received no visitors and seldom 
went away from the house, 

In 1893 the old man died, and stories spread through 
the village that his death was the result of delirium 
tremens. The rest of the family lived the same se- 
cluded life, but the sons ventured to Buffalo occsaionally, 
and each trip was a spree. 





About three weeks ago the family decided to move

to the Bermudas. They gaveup the old Roach heuse, 
packed their belongings, and a few days later arrived 
in Buffalo. It was their intention to spend a couple of 
years in the Bermudas, then to return to England. 

When they arrived at Buffalo they registered at the 
principal hotel. Mrs. Ruyment was a gray-haired, 
retined woman ot sixty years. The daughter appeared 
to be about forty years old, but her otherwise strong 
face bore the marks of a weakened intellect. Edward, 
the older son, appeared to be thirty-five years old, and 
William ten years younger. All were well dressed. § 

They secured two connecting rooms at the hotel. 
Within balfan hour after going to their rooms the 
hotel people were astonished by the demand for drinks. 
Bell boys were kept hurrying from the bar to the 
rooms with all mawner of liquors. This continued 
all Thursday and Friday. 
bill had reached such a figure that the proprietor in- 
formed them they could have no more until the bill 
was paid. 

Mrs. Rayment paid the bill with a $500 bill, and 
gave a $10 tip to the bell boys. 

The drinking was resumed. But the proprietor de- 
termined to get rid of his guests, who were creating 
much scandal among the other guests, and he forbade 
the bar to serve any more drinks to these roo:ns. Mrs. 
Rayment called a carriage and went out for half an 
hour. She returned with a number of; packages, and 
a short time§afterwards three boxes fwere delivered at

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found all four on the floor, drunk and almost naked. 
They were compietely prostrated, and all efforts to 
bring them to consciousness failed. The hotel proprie- 
tor realized that prompt action was necessary and sum- 
moned physicians. 

Wednesday afternoon William was removed to the 
Baftalo General Hospital in an ambulagce. He was 
delirious and fearfully exhausted. He died at.4 o’clock 
Thursday morning, raving. 

Edward had been kept at the hotel until this time. 
The physicians decided that his life could only be saved 
by careful treatment, and he and his mother and sister, 
all still delirious, were taken to a private sanitariam on 
West Tupper street. = 4 

Mrs. Rayment escaped from the sanitarium on F:}- 
day, and returned to the hotel, where she quickly 
passed into unconsciousness. Her daughter also mian- 
aged to get away from the sanitarium and retarned to 
the hotel. It was thought best to leave them there, 
and they are nowin charge of Dr. Lynde and; two 
nurses, Mrs, Rayment is greatly exhausted, but the 
physicians are confident that she can be brought 
around all right. The daughter’s mental powers are 
shaken, and she will probably never regain her facul- 
ties.

The fearful aftray tock place at an early hour in the 
morning in the home of William Shinall, near Sam- 
merville, just back of the United Sates arsenal, one of 
the prettiest residence spots In Augusta, 

Shinalit has for some time owned and conducted a 
store, in the rear of which were rooms occupied by 
Shinall and family. Shinall bas business interests in 
Beaufort, 8. C.. and his time is frequently deroanded 
there. This left Mrs. Shinall, who is an attractive 
woman, alone with her eight-year-old son. 

In the meantime, Battey Buck,a young man not 
twenty years old, was employed by Sbinall as clerk and 
bartender to run his business while be was absent in 
Beautort. A good deal has been said recently suggest- 
ing that an intimacy existed between her and the 
young clerk, some ten years her Junior. These rumors 
had reached Shinall, or the conduct of the two had 
roused his suspicions, for one night he returned unex. 
pectedly from Beaufort and went to his bome, after 
bedtime, without notice to Mrs. Shinall, He must 
have expected to find Buck in the company of his wife, 
tor he was armed, f 

Goin’: ilently into the back yard, he crept under his 
bedroom window and picking up an axe handle that 
‘was lying near he broke the window sash to:pieces. 
He sprang into the room, pistol in hand, and In a few 
teet of eaca other, in the presence of the: woman, the 
two men began a duel to the death. Buck, who was in 
his night clothes, was also prepared for the duel, for he 
returned the fire with deadly effect. 

Shinall must have emptied his pistol, as there are four 
bullet holes in the wall opposite the window, It wasa 
regular fusillade and was heard for miles, ; 

Parties in the neighborhood rushed to the place, 
among whom was George Heckle, the Summerville 
marshal, who lives just across the street. Shinall was 
found lying just outside tue bedroom window, covered 
with blood and a pistol on the ground pear hin. In 
the street was Bittey Buck, the trusted clerk, with 
several buliets in his body. Mrs. Shinall was in the 
room, helpless and horror stricken. 

It is difficult to understand how the two men got out 
of the house before they fell from their wounds, They 
were at such close range that nearly every shot took 
effect. One bullet passed entirely through Shinall’s 
body, entering the right side, tracturing the ninth rib, 
puncturing the abdominal cavity and coming out at the 
right of the spinal column. Another bullet fractured 
his right hand, and a third entered the breast and cot 
the right cub-clavicle artery, and this one, according to 
the physicians, produced death. : 

How Buck reached his home, nearly a mile distant, 
before he fell to the ground is even harder to under- 
stand, for he had five serious wounds, and it is won- 
derful that he could have walked even a step. He was 
taken to his home with five bullet holes in his body,

In the latest Western train robbery the usual condi- 
tion of aflairs was reversed, and the engineer of the 
Atlantic express, which was stopped by the bandits 
eight miles outside of Sacramento, Cal., killed his man, 
threw open the throttle and arrived at 
only ten minutes 


his destination 
The engineer is Edwin F, 
Ingles. While he was doing his little trick a second 
highwayman had forced Fireman Patrick Burns to 
accompany him to the fore end of the first coach and 
ordered him to cut the train In two. While he was try- 
ing to uncouple the cars the desperate robber noticed 
Brakeman Dan Johnson and a few others approach the 
car window ot the coach, Ife fired at them, but his 
alin was bad, for the bullet crashed through one of the 
smnall windows looking out on the porch of the car and 
it buried itself in the woodwork tnside. 

Women were screaming and there was constecnation 
among the passengers. All were trying to get under 
the seats, and none of them breathed easily until they 
were in the depot at Sacramento. When the train 
rushed away the robber Jumped oft and has not yet 
been captured by the posse led by Sheriff Johnson, 
although the body of the dead robber has 
been found. 

The attempted hold-up occurred about 
eight miles west of Sacramento, at a trestle 
near Webster station. The train left San 
Francisco at 6 o’clock and reached Webster 
station at @:30 o’clock. Suddenly the 
engineer and fireman heard some one call 
out: ; 

“Throw up your bands, both of you!’ 

They looked around and saw a man 
sitting on the tender, pointing a pistol at 
them. Then he, in an easy-going manner, 
told the engineer to keep on going until 
nearing the long trestic, and to stop four Af, 
car lengths west of it. {fj 

When Engineer Ingles stopped the train 
a man wearing a mask made out of a dark 
handkerchief walked up the embankt.ent 
and asked If everything was all right. The 
robber on the tender answered in the 
affirmative and then said to the fireman : 

“Get down and go with that man and 
uncouple the train.” 

Burns obeyed his instructions to the let- 
ter and it was this fact that led to the 
killing of the robber on the tender. The 
fireman was having a bard time uncoupling 
the cars and a couple of minutes had gone 
by. The robber on the tender looked back, 
presumably to see whether his partner was 
approaching the engine. 

Ingles, who is one of the coolest men 
on earth, watched him closely, and once 
as he looked back he snatched his pistol 
out of a sma'l box which happened to be open. 
He held it in his hand against his right side, 
his lett side being towards the robber. The next 
time the bandit looked around he fired two shots at 
him. His aim was good, for the man dropped off the 
_ tender and fell dead upon the rocks, 

Then the engineer threw open the throttle. As the 
shots were fired the masked robber, who had the fire- 
man covered, said: 

“T wonder what those shots were.”’ 

Edwin F. Ingles, the engineer of the train, in telling 
the story, said: 

“Our train was tearing along at about forty-five 
miles an hour when I gota glimpse of a stranger on 
the tender. He was looking over the coal boards and 
was coming toward me witha revolver in hand, the 
weapon pointed at my head. | 

“*Throw up your hands, both of you! he commanded, 
addressing me and the fireman. 

“We obeyed instantly, for it was clear the fellow 
meant business. Then he ordered me to slow down 
and run at low speed to within four car lengths of a 
long trestle known as Bridge 82 A, 

“When lI stopped the train at the point ordered an- 
other robber showed up. As I set eyes on him he was 
clambering up the bank from a place of concealment. 

“After the fireman left, the robber who was on the 
engine looked back occasionally and thus gave me the 
opportunity I desired. 

“My revolver was in a box in the corner of the cab 
and I reached for it, got it and shot twice. One shot 
struck him in the face and, the other ia the body. He 
was sitting on the tender atthe time. Tam sure that I 
killed him. As he was falling from the engine his re- 
volver went off. 

“When I saw the robber was out of the way I imme- 
diately opened wide the throttle and started the train 
for Sacramento at full speed, arriving but ten or fifteen 
minutes behind time.
